pected, the Tannenberg monument 
would become something of a na- 
tional shrine. Soldiers will guard the 
body while people of all ranks come 
to pay their homage. Hundreds of 
peasants from the towns and vil- 
lages of East Prussia, who regarded 
von Hindenburg as the saviour of 
their homes when he turned back 
the invading Russians in 1914 are ex- 
pected to make a sorrowful pilgrim- 
age to Tannenberg to honor him. 


After eight days the body will be 


carried back to the modest estate 
here, where the 
soldier-president 


loved to live as a country gentle- 
man with his dogs, his children and 
grandchildren and his 
neighbors 


around him. His body will lie where 
he wished it to, in the only remain- , 
ing empty plot in the family ceme- ; 
tery atop a little knoll.

It was the first peace plan sug- 
gested by the employers since the 
strike started eighteen days 
ago, 


tleing up commercial and industrial 
traffic, provoking sporadic outbreaks 
of violence and causing material 
losses to business concerns. 


To Submit Proposals 


The employers will submit their 


revised peace plan today to Father 
Francis J. Haas, the federal media- 
tor. They offered their original pro- 
posal yesterday. 1C quickly met with 
objections from the strike leaders. 
The employers met again last nigh: 
and went over the proposal in de- 
tail. It is understood they are pre- 
pared to make further concessions. 


Ever since the strike was started 


the employers had insisted the fund- 
amental issue they were fighting 
was communism. They charged the 
strike was directed by communists 
and insisted that the wage question 
was spotlighted as the dominant is- 
sue. They reiterated their battle was 
against radicalism.

The employers' original proposa., 


addressed to Father Haas, contained 
two Important provisions. One of 
these established a minimum wage 
of fifty cents an hour for helpers 
and Inside workers

dollars. 


Made Promises 


Mr. Roosevelt came to Portland 
in 1932 as a candidate for the pres- 
idency. 
Here he promised that if 


elected he would see to It that the 
Columbia river would be developed 
until it would make this 
whole 


northwest country as fertile and 
productive as the legendary valley 
of the Nile. 
A start has been made, 


and today and tomorrow the Pres- 
ident will inspect the beginning of 
the fulfillment of this promise. 


Incidentally, there is a lively con- 


troversy going on in Oregon and 


Washington as to the disposal of 
all the power which is to be genera- 
ted by this Columbia river develop- 
ment. Private power companies are 
concerned and apprehensive. Muni- 
cipal and publicly, owned plants are 
fearful of competition from the fed- 
eral government. 


Conceivably Mr. 
Roosevelt 
will 


seek to allay these 
fears 
before 


turning eastward to the 
Capitol, 


where he is due to arrive next Fri- 
day.

Hindenburg will be placed on a gun- 
carriage and slowly conveyed from 
the courtyard of the estate to a 
point two

from Neudeck. 


There it will be transferred to a mo- 
tor hearse. 
For more than forty miles there- 


after the hearse will move through 
the night along a road dimly lit 
by flares from 
torches 
held 
by 
troopers of the 
Schutz 
Staffel, 


Reichsleader Hitler's personal "black 
shirt" bodyguard, and the Sturm 
Abelung, the "brown shirt" army of 
the Nazis, stationed 
at 
Intervals 


along the route. • 
Two miles from Tannenberg It 


will again be placed aboard a gun- 
carriage and, as, befits a soldier the 
old warrior will pass again to the 
battlefield where his greatest glory 
came to him. 


Huge Memorial Sen-ice 


On Tuesday the nation will pay 


its tribute. A huge memorial service 
will be held in the court of the mon- 
ument, which resembles a huge for- 
tress. Hitler It was expected, will 
deliver a funeral oration. All mem- 
bers of the cabinet and virtually ev- 
ery high official in Germany will 
attend. It will be at this service that 
the foreign governments also will be 
represented 
by their regular dip- 


lomatic agents or by specially ap- 
pointed representatives. 
The memorial service will be the 
national socialists' gesture to show 
the world a Nazi government knows 
how to honor its illustrious dead. 


In the days that follow, it was ex- 
pected, the Tannenberg monument 
would become something of a na- 
tional shrine. Soldiers will guard the 
body while people of all ranks come 
to pay their homage. Hundreds of 
peasants from the towns and vil- 
lages of East Prussia, who regarded 
von Hindenburg as the saviour of 
their homes when he turned back 
the invading Russians in 1914 are ex- 
pected to make a sorrowful pilgrim- 
age to Tannenberg to honor him. 


After eight days the body will be 


carried back to the modest estate 
here, where the 
soldier-president j 


loved to live as a country gentle- 
man with his dogs, his children and 
grandchildren 
and his neighbors 


around him. His body will lie where 
he wished it to, In the only remain- 
ing empty plot in the family ceme- 
tery atop a little knoll.

No Other Candidate*. 


There will be no opposition can- 


didates, goes without saying. Even 
before the shootings of the Hitler 
oppositionists on June 30, there was 
no one in Germany who dared 
openly oppose Hitler. There is no 
thought of Democracy in Hitler's 
idea that authority must proceed 
from the people. His idea is the 
authoritative state with all the peo- 
ple lined up behind the leader, ac- 
cepting his decisions, not only with- 
out opposition but without question. 
This coming election, will be an- 


other of Hitler's contributions to 
the history of government and the 
science of political economy. Again 
he will show the professors who 
teach that dreary subject In colleges 
all over the world that the rules of 
government which they thought to 
be subject only to the changes of 
organic evolution can under modern 
conditions be changed overnight. 


Outdoes All Dictators. 


His method Is mobilization of 
public opinion by absolute control 
and energetic use of all media of 
propaganda. Mussolini utilized this 
method to some extent, the Soviets 
did It within the limits of their 
largely 
illiterate 
and impolltical 


population, but Hitler In educated 
Germany has gone them all ten 
miles better. 


Every influence and inducement 
and stimulus will be brought to 
bear upon the people to-get them 
to vote and in the light of Hitler's 
previous election of this type the 
result will be a remarkable one. 


Hitler claims that In the election 


of all Nazi Keichstag (the Nazi can- 
didates had no opponents in their 
election districts) that almost 40,- 
000,000 persons delegated to Nation- 
al Socialism the authority of the 
state which "must proceed from the 
people." 


No Tammany district leader in 


New York or Republican ward cap- 
tain in Philadelphia ever made such 
a record (without stuffing the bal- 
lot boxes) in getting out the vote in 
his bailiwick. And this election was 
nationwide, city and rural. 
The 


voters must have included most of 
the 6,000,000 Communists who once 
voted for Ernst Thaelmann for the 
presidency and practically all the 
Catholic Centrists who held out 
against Nazilsm until the end. 


That is the record which Hitler 


will have to shoot at and which he 
has ordered must be beaten to show 
that in spite of the killings of June 
30 and in spite of the privations of 
Germany's extreme economic de- 
pression, the power of Der Fuehrer 
which "proceeds from the people" is 
still in the ascendency.

'citadel of free trade, but the development of varied industries i 
Dixieland, _ have brought about a great change of sentimen 
fThere are as staunch protectionists to be found in the Sout 
ioday as may be encountered in New England.

Southerners are nationalists at heart and to the additional fac 
that nearly all of the early Southern statesmen, men like Jeffer 
son and Jackson, were advocates of protection. 


The fact that most of us have come around (o accept the 


prmcjple of protection makes the New Deal plans to increase our 
foreign trade all the more interesting. 
The late congress gave 


the president the right to negotiate tariff treaties with other na- 
tions, m an effort to increase our exports, in turn for an increase 
on (he goods brought into the United States. It is said that the 
administration leaders hope to grant tariff concessions on for- 
eig-n products that will not injure American industry

VEWSPAPERS have been commenting extensively on the 


statement recently made by Senator Ashurst, of Arizona, 


to the effect that we are all now protectionists, the great ma- 
jority of Democrats now supporting the theory of protecting 
American industries which, without tariffs, would be driven out 
jof existence by cheap competition from abroad. 


There is undoubtedly a great deal of truth in what Senator 


Ashurst has to say. The North and the West have always been 
pretty much protectionist. 
The South was supposed to be the 


citadel of free trade, but the development of varied industries in 
Dixieland,,have brought about a great change of sentiment. 
[There are as staunch protectionists to be found in the South 
•today as may be encountered in New England. 
Perhaps the 


change in the South has been made easier by the fact that most 
Southerners are nationalists at heart and to the additional fact 
Ihat nearly all of the early Southern statesmen, men like Jeffer- 
son and Jackson, were advocates of protection. 


The fact that most of us have come around to accept the 


principle of protection makes the New Deal plans to increase our 
foreign trade all the more interesting. 
The late congress gave 


the president the right to negotiate tariff treaties with other na- 
tions, m an effort to increase our exports, in turn for an increase 
on the goods brought into the United States, 
it is said that the 


administration leaders hope to grant tariff concessions on for- 
eign products that will not injure American industry 
This is 


fine in theory but will be a little difficult to execute in fact 


For it must be remembered that all of the commodities 


vhich are non-competitive which we import, are now on the 
free list, with the exception of a few which are classed as lux- 
uries. 
There can be little effective bargaining with these, be- 


cause the foreign nations who send us coffee, rubber, spices and 
other commodities now on the free list know that we have to 
bave them anyhow. 


When and if it comes to the point of lowering tariff bar- 
on products which are now manufactured in the United 


States, somebody is going to get a shock.

HARRISBURG, Aug. 3.—Citations 


against two milk distributors for al- 
leged underpayment to 
producers 


has resulted in agreements which 
will bring checks for almost $10,000 
to 1340 dairy farmers, the milk con- 
trol'board announced today. 


The board named neither of the 


distributors involved but stated that 
checks for 53,987 in supplementary 
payments for milk bought in April 
have been sent to 1200 producers 
by one concern and checks for $5,- 
618 have been sent 140 producers 
who sold milk in April and May to 
another concern. 


The board said both actions were

NATIONAL DRY 


LEADER SPEAKS

WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—Organ- 


zed drys will begin then: fight back 
toward national prohibition with a 
drive for local option in many wet 
states. 
This was disclosed today by a lead- 


er in the national dry movement, 
who explained the directors of the 
•orohibitionists believe they 
must 


start their campaign In the smallest 
voting units of the country. 


The wet and dry Issue will be rais- 


ed in eight state-wide elections in the 
ate summer and fall, and it is ex- 
pected the issue will figure in many 
Darty battles between candidates for 
congress. 


Long Range Methods 
Because of the tremendous swing 


from national prohibition to repeal 
and legalization of liquor in many 
states that were dry before nation- 
wide prohibition, the dry strategists 
believe 
long-range methods 
are 


necessary to reach their goal. 


'There must be a campaign of 


education," said one dry leader. "The 
best forum to bring the question 
home to the people is in a county or 
city local option election." 


After local option, the next step 


in the dry campaign will be for 
state-wide prohibition. This is the 
method used in the original fight for 
national prohibition. 


While the anti-saloon league of 


America and other dry organizations 
have endorsed a proposed constitu- 
tional amendment 
enabling con- 


gress to either regulate or control 
the liquor traffic, realization of the 
amendment is generally regarded as 
far off. 
Reports show the drys, overwhelm- 


ed by the surge for repeal, are now 
fighting back. In two recent state 
elections, Mississippi voted dry and 
North Dakota, retained its state en- 
forcement act.

This was disclosed today by a lead­ 
er In the national dry movement, 
who explained the directors of the 
prohibitionists believe 
they 
m ust 
start their cam paign in the smallest 
voting units of the country. 
The wet and dry issue will be rais­ 
ed In eight state-w ide elections in the 
late summ er and fall, and it is ex­ 
pected the issue will figure in m any 
party battles between candidates for 
congress. 
Long Range Methods 
Because of the trem endous swing 
from national prohibition to repeal 
and legalization of liquor in m any 
states th a t were dry before nation­ 
wide prohibition, the dry strategists 
believe 
long-range 
m ethods 
are 
necessary to reach their goal. 
“There m ust be a 
cam paign 
of 
education,” said one dry leader. “The 
best forum to bring 
the 
question 
home to the people is in a county or 
city local option election.” 
A fter local option, the next step 
in the dry cam paign will 
be 
for 
state-w ide prohibition. This is the 
m ethod used in the original fight for 
national prohibition. 
"While the anti-saloon league of 
America and other dry organizations 
have endorsed a proposed constitu­

the liquor traffic, realization of the 
am endm ent is generally regarded as 
far off. 
Reports show the drys, overwhelm­ 
ed by the surge for repeal, are now 
fighting back.

While the anti-saloon league of 


America and other dry organizations 
have endorsed a proposed constitu- 
tional amendment enabling con- 
gress to either regulate or control 
the liquor traffic, realization of the 
amendment is generally regarded as 
far off.

Grove City Man Is Veteran 
Of Early Oil Excite­ 
ment In State 


(Special To The News) 
GROVE CITY Aug. 3—William A. 
Shorts, retired has been invited as 
one of the old timers of the Titus­ 
ville oil fields to attend the celebra­ 
tion of the drilling in of the Drake 
Well on August 27, 1859. The cele­ 
bration will be held Saturday Aug­ 
ust 25. As a boy of 11 years Shorts 
started to work on the Watson Flats 
near Titusville, bailing oil from the 
overflowed W2lls into barrels sold at 
$1.00 a barrel. 
The Watson Flats wells were ad­ 
jacent to the famous Drake 
well. 
From this start Shorts worked in 
the Venango-Crawford county oil 
fields for 40 years coming here in 
1899 as engineer of the Grove City 
College heating and lighting plants. 
Following a period of service of 32 
years in this capacity he has since 
been retired. He remembers many of 
the interesting tales of the early oil 
fields and recounts the transition of 
horse-power to steam in the drill­ 
ing of walls which occurred during 
his period of activity. On display he 
has a picture of the early oil fields 
painted by his wife at 79 years of 
age. His wife died five years ago. 
The romance of oil, according to 
Shorts, resulted in the building or 
boom towns in the fast developed 
field. The civic life of these towns 
parallells in story the days of the 
early gold rush in the west which 
occurred ten years previous in 1849. 
Shorts Is one of the very real pi­ 
oneers living today.

Of Early Oil Excite- 


ment In State 


(Special To The News) 


GROVE CITY Aug. 3—William A. 
Shorts, retired has been invited as 
one of the old timers of the Titus- 
ville oil fields to attend the celebra- 
tion of the drilling in of the Drake 
Well on August 27, 1859. The cele- 
bration will be held Saturday Aug- 
ust 25. As a boy of 11 years Shorts 
started to work on the Watson Flats 
near Titusville. bailing oil from the 
overflowed wills into barrels sold at 
$1.00 a barrel. 


The Watson Flats wells were ad- 


jacent to the famous Drake 
well. 
From this start Shorts worked in 
the Venango-Crawford county oil 
fields for 40 years coming here in 
1889 as engineer of the Grove City 
College heating and lighting plants. 
Following a period of service of 32 
years in this capacity he has since 
been retired. He remembers many of 
the interesting tales of the early oil 
fields and recounts the transition of 
horse-power to steam in the drill- 
ing of walls which occurred during 
his period of activity. On display he 
has a picture of the early oil fields 
painted by his wife at 79 years of 
age. His wife died five years ago. 


The romance of oil, according to 


Shorts, resulted in the building or 
boom towns in the fast developed 
Held. The civic life of these towns 
parallells in story the days of the 
early gold rush in the west which 
occurred ten years previous in 1849. 
Shorts is one of the very real pi- 
oneers living today.

HARRISBURG, Aug. 3—Changing 


conditions bring new responsibilities 
to be met by the public schools in 
the face of ever-growing demands 
for economy, Dr. James N. Rule, 
Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion, said today In describing the 
job ahead in pulling the 
schools 


through the depression and 
pre- 


paring for the future. 


The Department of Public 
In- 


struction has announced 
a 
sug- 


gested program of school recovery. 
One of its main features is recon- 
struction of the instructional pro- 
gram for schools of the future. The 
task of the schools is described as 
tremendous, for they "must 
serve 


the varying needs 
of 
increasing 


numbers now demanding 
educa- 


tion, while working with 
reduced 


staffs and without adequate equip- 
ment, textbooks and supplies." The 
statement continues: 


"The 
schools 
of Pennsylvania 
are rendering outstanding service 
In making for improved living con- 
ditions, in raising the standards of 
literacy, in training for vocations, 
in the development of sound citi- 
zenship, and in providing for future 
welfare. 


Criticisms 


' "Many"of the criticisms^of the 
school are based on 
some 
single 


unsatisfactory condition. The 
best 


of our present civilization, largely 
the result of the work of education, 
justifies our faith 
in 
what 
the 


schools can do. This is shown by 
the many fine communities devel- 
oped as the result of sound educa- 
tional 
enterprises. 
Communities 


deteriorate rapidly without the ad- 
vantages of education. 


"The 
school 
cannot 
function 


properly without adequate support. 
Neither 
can a 
school 
program 


which 
is 
narrow, 
uninteresting, 


sterile and dry minister 
to 
the 


needs of growing, alert and active 
young minds. 
"If the needs of youth are to be 


served, the program must be ade- 
quate from the standpoint of both 
general and 
vocational 
training. 
Properly organized schools can con- 
tribute much in the war 
against 


crime and In the building of better 
communities. 


"The schools must be subject to 


change and must go forward with 
advances in agriculture, commerce 
and industry. Any attitude of self- 
satisfaction on the 
part 
of 
the 


schools should be resisted both by 
educators and laymen. 
"People of 
Pennsylvania 
have 


demonstrated their faith in public 
education. They realize that with- 
out schools there would be no pro- 
vision for fitting youth for activ- 
ities in -which they are expected to 
take part. 


"Today 2,000,000 school children 
and the thousands of youths, out 
of school, unemployed, look to edu- 
cation and to the friends of educa- 
tion, for help and a way out."

The Prophet's Care of the Poor 
A beautiful spirit of expectancy is 


manifested by the poor widow of one 
of the prophets, who in her dire 
poverty, appealed to Elisha for help. 
"Thou kriowest that .thy servant did 
fear the Lord: and'the creditor is' 
come to take unto him my two sons 
to be his bondsmen." 
She knew 


where to take her troubles in the 
hour of her extremity! Asked to ap- 
praise her resources she could only 
retort: "Thine handmaid hath not 
anything in the house save a pot of 
oil." She is sent to her neighobors 
to borrow as many empty vessels as 
she can find and with doors shut to 
all except herself and her sons and 
the Lord she pours and pours from 
her pot of oil until every vessel is 
filled. "She said 
un.o her 
son, 


Bring me yet a vessel. And he said 
unto her. There is not a vessel more. 
And the oil stayed." But the limit of 
God's goodness \vas. set not by God, 
but by her own expectancy. The oi 
stayed only when she brought for- 
ward no more empty vessels. We are 
here taught, as William Carey, great 
pioneer missionary 
used to say' 


".Expect great things from God," at- 
tempt great things for God." He will 
fill-all the vessels we bring to him 
for blessings of grace. 
The Prophet's Chamber Rewarded 
The spirit of hospitality accorded 


Elisha as a prophet of God by 
woman of Shunem, who with ner 
husband welcomed him to her home 
and even built a prophet's chamber 
for him on her wall and furnished 
it with bed and table, stool and con- 
dies ticks. Their reward was God's 
gift of a son In their old age. The 
record speaks of her as a "great •wo- 
man" 
and so she was: great in her 


hospitality, great in her content- 
ment when the prophet 
suggested 


rewarding her: great in her bereave- 
ment when the child was taken 
from her in death:

faith when she rushed to the proph- 


et in her sorrow and in answer to 
his inquiry, "Is it well with the 
child?" 
replied, "It is well" and 


great In her victory over death and 
the grave as she again clasps her 
son to her bosom alive and weU. In 
all this we have a foregleam of 
Christ's victory over death and our 
own victory in him who says "I am 
the resurrection and the life: he 
that 
believeth in me though 
he 


were dead, yet shall he live."

Likewise, Elisha's miracle of feed- 


ing a hundred men of twenty barley 
loaves bears striking likeness to our 
Lord's miracles of the multiplying 
of the loaves in the feeding of the 
multitudes. Not only was a double 
p-rtion of the spirit of Elijah rest- 
ing upon Elisha but it seems he 
must have been anointed with the 
same divine Spirit in whose power 
our Lord ministered his works of 
serving love.

Denies Reports 


Foreign Secretary Denies 


Being Jewish; Rumors 


Spread Rapidly 


{International News Service) 


LONDON, Aug. 3.—Driven to act 


because of rumors that his "Jew- 
ish associations Influence the for- 
eign policy" of Great Britain, Sir 
John Simon, foreign secretary, to- 
day formally and publicly denied 
he is a Jew. 
Sir John, in a letter to Sir Archi- 


bald Kurd, prominent British jour- 
nalist, who had called the diplo- 
mat's attention 
to the rumors, 


wrote as follows: 
"I know there are a number of 


people who industriously spread ru- 
mors I am a Jew, and even that 
my Jewish associations influence 
the foreign policy of the country. 


"I am Just an ordinary Briton of 


Aryan stock, without any Jewish 
admixture 
whatever. 
The 
only 


reason I never have heretofore at- 
tempted to publicly deny the rumor 
is that I think that the same silli- 
ness or malice might attempt to 
dlstdrt a denial into some sympa- 
thy with antl-semitism, an attitude 
I regard as un-English and which 
I utterly condemn." 


Simon, by' gravely warning Chan- 
cellor Adolf Hitler of Germany last 
February to keep out of Austria's 
internal affairs, took rank as one 
of the world's leading critics on cer- 
tain phases of the German policy.

Denies Reports 


Foreign Secretary Denies 


Being Jewish; Rumors 


Spread Rapidly 


(Intornaticnal News Service) 


LONDON, Aug. 3.—Driven to act 


because of rumors that his "Jew- 
ish associations influence the for- 
eign policy" of Great Britain, Sir 
John Simon, foreign secretary, to- 
day formally and publicly denied 
he is a Jew. 
Sir John, in a letter to Sir Archi- 


bald Kurd, prominent British jour- 
nalist, who had called the diplo- 
mat's attention 
to the 
rumors, 


wrote as follows: 


"I know there are a number of 
people who industriously spread ru- 
mors I am a Jew, and even that 
my Jewish associations influence 
the foreign policy of the country. 
"I am Just an ordinary Briton of 


Aryan stock, without any Jewish 
admixture 
whatever. 
The only 


reason I never have heretofore at- 
tempted to publicly deny the rumor 
is that I think that the same silli- 
ness or malice might attempt to 
distdrt a denial into some sympa- 
thy with anti-semitism, an attitude 
I regard as un-English and which 
I utterly condemn."

COUNTY CHAIRMEN 


LISTEN TO SCHNADER 


(International .N"c\vs Service) 


HARRISBURG, Aug. 3.—Attorney 


General William A. Schnader, Re- 
publican candidate for governor on 
Thursday suggested a plan which he 
said might eliminate the necessity 
of calling a special session of the 
legislature for relief and challenged 
his Democratic opponents to show 
their gooc! faith by supporting his 
proposal. 


Speaking before Republican coun- 


ty chairmen and vice chairmen as- 
sembled here to discuss the fall cam- 
paign, Schnader offered his two- 
point plan. He said: 


"As the Republican candidate for 


governor I pledge myself if elected 
to see to it that the legislature at 
its regular session in 1935 will im- 
mediately pass such legislation as is 
necessary to bring Pennsylvania's 
contribution for relief up to the av- 
erage contributed by other states 
during the years 1933 and 1934 or, 
if the federal government insists on 
discriminating against Pennsylvan- 
ia, then up to the amount demand- 
ed by the federal authorities. 


Wants Support 


As the second point in his pro- 


gram, Schnader said he intended to 
seek pledges in writing from every 
Republican candidate and member 
of the legislature promising to sup- 
port his program. 


Schnader declared: 
"If our opponents of the Demo- 


cratic party really desire to avoid a 
special session of the legislature, 
their candidate for governor and 
their candidates for the legislature 
should cheerfully make like pledges. 


"Such pledges from the candidate 


for governor and the candidates for 
the legislature and from the hold- 
over members of the senate ought 


to satisfy the federal authorities if 
they are acting in good faith." 


Immediately after Schnader of- 


fered his suggestion, the assembled 
chairman passed a resolution of- 
fered by J. B. Held, Erie, placing 
them on record to assist Schnader 
in obtaining pledges from Republi- 
can legislative candidates. 


Charge Discrimination 


The resolution also condemned 
the federal government for its "un- 
warranted discrimination" against 
Pennsylvania in granting r e l i e f 
money. 


At the outset of the meeting, M. 


Harvey Taylor, state chairman and 
Republican candidate for secretary 
of internal affairs, predicted a Re- 
publican victory in the fall election. 
He told the assembled leaders: 


"We've won this fight and we are 


i going to keep it won. I am con- 
; vinced that the tide of Republtcan- 


i ism is rolling high and fast and 


j that we shall swamp the opposition 


I in November by majorities that -will 
J be surprising to some of the doubt- 
I ing Thomases." 


Thoroughly United 


In support of this- belief. Taylor 


; declared that the party was heading 
into the fall campaign "more thor- 
oughly united and enthusiastic than 
I have known in many years." 


Schnader's plan, as outlined to the 


Republican chairmen, bore out an 
exclusive International News Service 
dispatch of last week that it was ex- 
pected efforts would be made to 
have the opposing candidates for 
governor pledge themselves to tack- 
le the relief problem at the regular 
session in January. These pledges 
would be offered to Washington in 
lieu of a definite commitment of 
money and the federal government 
would be asked to continue support- 
ing the state's needy.
